Ill  level!  deaths  were  notified  as  directly  caused  bv  Influenza 

V 4/ 

as  compared  with  6 in  1907. 

Old  age  was  certified  as  the  cause  of  41  deaths  as  compared 
with  36  in  1907. 

21  deaths  were  caused  by  Tuberculosis,  17  of  which  were 
from  Phthisis,  as  compared  with  33  in  1907. 

32  deaths  were  caused  by  Eespiratory  Diseases,  namely 
Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy. 

There  were  18  deaths  from  Cancer,  as  compared  with  15  in 
1907. 

28  deaths  were  caused  by  Heart  Disease  as  compared  with 
26  in  1907. 

Diphtheria.  57  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  19 
in  1907,  with  11  deaths.  The  Council  have  agreed  to  pay  a fee 
for  each  swabbing  sent  for  examination  in  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
and  suspected  Diphtheria.  24  cases  occurred  at  Holt,  15  at 
Bristol!,  6 at  Beckham  Workhouse,  1 at  Edgefield,  3 at  Cley,  3 
at  Bayfield,  2 at  Hempstead,  2 at  Letheringsett.  At  Briston 
the  outbreak  was  ti*aced  to  a carrier  in  the  school.  Frequent 
swabbings  were  taken  of  throats  and  cases  verified  in  this  manner. 
Careful  isolation  and  disinfection  weie  carried  out,  with  the 
result  that  the  outbreak  was  entirely  suppressed.  The  outbreak 
at  Holt  was  also  traced  to  a carrier  in  the  school. 

There  were  53  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  as  compared  with  124 
in  1907,  as  follows : — Holt  1,  Southrepps  13,  Euntoii  10,  Mundesley 
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8,  Giminghani  4,  Xorthrepps  4,  Knap  ton  3,  Sidestrand  3, 
Edgefield  1,  Overstrand  I,  4diornage  2,  Flougliton  1,  Metton  1, 
Stodv  1. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  fever, 

PuBRPERAii  Fever.  T^wo  cases  were  notified,  with  one 

death. 

There  was  one  notification  from  Typhoid  lever,  not  fatal. 
This  case  occurred  at  Aldborough. 

Erysipelas,  5 cases  were  notified. 

The  District  is  mainly  agricultural,  and  the  seaside  villages 
ai’e  popular  resorts  for  holiday  makers  in  the  summei . As  fai 
as  I know  there  are  no  conditions  affecting  injuriously  the  health 
of  the  district. 

Cottage  Accommodation.  Private  enterprise  has  provided 
some  additional  cottage  acconimodatioii  in  iioughton,  Cle^r  and 
a few  other  parishes,  but  many  more  cottages  are  needed  to 
obviate  over-crowding. 

Water  Supply  : — Mundesley,  Holt  and  Kelling  possess 
public  water  supplies,  Overstrand,  East  and  West  Runtoii,  are 
supplied  from  the  Cromer  Council’s  Water  Works. 

There  has  been  a scarcity  of  water  at  Felbrigg,  which  is 
likely  to  be  overcome  by  extension  of  the  Cromer  Water  Main 
to  Felbrigg  G-reen. 

Drainage  and  Scavenging  : — In  most  of  the  villages  the 
pail  closet  system  obtains,  but  in  the  parishes  of  Mundesley, 
Overstrand,  Holt,  and  Aldborough,  sewerage  systems  have  been 
provided.  Important  Sewer  extentions  have  been  carried  out 
at  Overstrand  and  Holt,  and  a sewering  of  Cley  and  part  of 
Northrepps  have  been  satisfaxtorily  completed.  Part  of  the 
Trunch  sewer,  which  discharges  in  the  road-side  pit,  is  about  to 
be  relaid. 

Serious  complaints  have  been  received  as  to  the  Drainage 
arrangement  of  Hidston  village.  The  chief  difiiculty  in  dealing 
with  the  matter  is  the  absence  of  fall  for  the  drainage. 

Clev  and  Holt  are  now  making  arrangements  for  public 
scavenging  of  house  refuse,  etc.  In  Mundesley  and  Oveistiand 
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this  work  has  been  done  by  contract  for  a long  time,  but  it  lias 
not  yet  been  undertaken  in  Runton  parish.  To  enable  back 
passages  and  yards  to  be  paved  in  Holt,  the  Local  Government 
Board  have  been  asked  by  the  Council  to  confer  tlie  powers  of 
t he  Private  Street  Works  Act,  1892. 

Two  new  streets  in  Overstrand  are  about  to  be  made  up  by 
the  Council  under  that  Act.  I would  suggest  that  the  Council 
should  obtain  powers  to  make  up  Victoria  Street,  Mnndesley, 
under  the  same  Act. 

Owing  to  the  unsuitable  position  in  which  the  scavenging 
contractor  for  the  Sheringham  Urban  District  Council  pla,ced  at 
Beeston  Regis  the  house  refuse  and  excrement  from  that  Urban 
District,  the  Rural  District  Council  were  obliged  to  take  pro- 
ceedings against  him  for  abatement  of  the  nuisance.  The 
Justices  imposed  a penalty  of  <£3  10s.  Od.,  and  ordered  the 
discontinuance  of  the  offence. 

Slaughter  house  regulations  have  been  sanctioned  bv  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  all  parishes  in  the  Rural  District 
where  these  buildings  exist.  Application  has  been  made  to  the 
Local  Government  Board  for  confirmation  of  Bye  Laws  for 
regulating  Van  dwellings,  Gvpsy  tents,  etc. 

After  negotiations,  extending  over  nearly  3 years,  the  scheme 
for  the  drainage  of  West  Runton  has  received  the  sanction  of  the 
Local  Government  Board,  and  the  conti’act  for  the  work  has  now 
been  let. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  ascertaining  which 
farmers  who  sell  milk  or  butter  should  come  under  the  provision 
of  the  Dairy,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Shops  Order  of  1885.  Un- 
successful application  has  been  made  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  guidance  in  the  matter  of  drawing  the  line  between 
those  who  are  exempt  and  those  who  come  within  the  require- 
ments of  this  Order. 

There  has  been  great  need  for  iinpi-ovement  in  the  conditions 
under  which  the  Milk  business  is  carried  on  at  inanv  farms.  The 
number  of  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  the  district  is  235. 

There  has  been  532  visits  paid  to  these  during  the  year  by 


Most  of  the  defects 


the  Saiiitarv  Inspector  alone,  or  with  me. 
found  have  been,  or  are  being,  remedied. 

Tlie  Local  Government  Board  has  been  applied  to  to  invest 
the  Rural  District  Council  with  the  veiw  useful  powers  of  the 
Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1907. 

I would  advocate  increased  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
Parish  Councils  with  the  Sauitarv  Committee,  especially  as  the 
Rural  District  covers  such  an  extensive  area,  and  has  such  an 
important  coast  line. 

Nothing  has  been  hitherto  done  by  the  ('ouncirs  Officers  in 
the  matter  of  seizing  unsound  meat.  I Hiink  it  is  desirable  that 
the  Inspector  should  be  authorised  to  do  this  when  necessary. 

I have  from  time  to  time  inspected  most  of  the  schools  in 
the  district  and  have  generally  found  them  in  a satisfactory  con- 
dition. In  my  opinion  more  frecpient  cleansing  is  necessary  and 

this  may  be  expected  in  the  future.
